DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is in response to the communication of 
1/11/2008. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's submitted English translation of the foreign 
priority documents is accepted. The serial no. noted by 
applicant (i.e. 11/444,459) is the correct number; however, the 
double patenting rejection has not been repeated for the reasons 
noted by applicant. 

Response to Arguments 

3. With regard to the Information Disclosure Statement of 
3/17/2006, the Examiner notes that the reference 10/532,990 
cannot be considered. The Examiner notes MPEP 609.01 (b) (2) (c) 
which states that the a U.S. pending application not stored in 
IFW must be provided. The Examiner notes that the above 
application does not appear in IFW, and therefore must be 
provided by applicant in order for this reference to be 
considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 9-16 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

As to Claim 9, 
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The primary reason for the allowance of claim 9 is the 
inclusion of the three magnetic sensing parts and the two 
magnetic heads are each formed using a magnetic detection 
element of a same type, and the three magnetic sensing parts and 
the two tilt sensing parts are disposed in a single package in a 
form of a module. It is these features found in the claim, as 
they are claimed in the combination that has not been found, 
taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which makes this 
claim allowable over the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
